The River Is Still on the Rise, and 
Is Fall of Drift. Miners’

Edmonton, Alta, Aug. 18.—The 


saskatchewan river has overfiown, Tis 
ing forty feet during the last twenty: 
four hours, and continues to rise fast, 
Already the bridge piers are four feet 
under water, and the electric light boil- 
Floating islands of 
wood are passing the town, The fer: 
ries bave broken away, and = no mail 
vas arrived. Thousands of feet of lum: 
ber are adrift. 

At present the water is rushing over 
the Hudson's Bay Co. flats. Two and a 
half inches of rain fell in twenty 
pours. The end is not yet.and the loss 
wall be great, 

The historie steamer Northwest, of 
‘he Hudson's Bay Co., has just broken 
fromm her moorings, struck the middle 
vier of the bridge, and gone down the 
river a total wreck, The river is still 
ou the rise, and is full of drift miners’ 
shacks aud effects.
